U.S. Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne has decided to list the polar bear as threatened 
under the Endangered Species Act. 



The State of Alaska intends to sue. WHY? 



I'm not a scientist, so I won't be addressing the science, per se. But, in general, our 
reasoning is: 



The evidence is not there to support this listing. 



Polar bear populations, right now, have increased dramatically over the last 30 
years. That has happened because the Marine Mammal Protection Act has worked. It's done 
its job. 



Listing the polar bear under the Endangered .Species Act is not going to provide 
any ADDITIONAL protection for these magnificent animals. 



This listing is based on speculation - on computer models forecasting the effects 
of global warming on the polar bear far into the future. 



The bottom line is, the Endangered Species Act is not the right tool to address 
impacts to a species from climate change. 



Now, the Secretary did recognize that oil and gas activities are already regulated 
under the Marine Mammal Protection Act to prevent impacts to the polar bear and do not 
pose a threat to the polar bear - so there is an exemption there, and we appreciate that, 
BUT . . . 



As Governor of Alaska, my priority is to ensure that in all our decision making, 
we must balance the need to preserve and protect our incredible wildlife with careful and 
responsible development of Alaska's vast natural resources.

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While the State of Alaska is challenging this listing, we remain committed to 
ensuring that Alaska's polar bears are conserved.

As soon as Secretary Kempthorne issued his decision to list the Polar Bear as 
Threatened, the Governor directed the Department of Law to review the decision. 



While we appreciate the secretary's recognition that oil and gas activities are 
already regulated under the Marine Mammal Protection Act to prevent impacts to the polar 
bear, and do not pose a threat to the polar bear, we believe that the decision to list was 
fundamentally a bad decision. 



DOL is currently working on a draft civil complaint challenging the listing 
determination under the Administrative Procedure Act (APA) . 



DOL is continuing to monitor the ongoing litigation (CBD case) related to the polar bear 
in the Northern District of California, and will consider intervention in that lawsuit if 
it becomes clear that the court in that case intends to address substantive rather than 
just procedural issues.

Talking Points — Polar Bears 

U.S. Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne has decided to list the polar bear as threatened 
under the Endangered Species Act. 

The State of Alaska intends to sue. WHY? 

I'm not a scientist, so I won't be addressing the science, per se. But, in general, our 
reasoning is: 



Polar bear populations, right now, have increased dramatically over the last 30 
years. That has happened because the Marine Mammal Protection Act has worked. It's done 
its job. 



Listing the polar bear under the Endangered Species Act is not going to provide 
any additional protection for these magnificent animals. 



The evidence is not there to support this listing. 
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This listing is based on speculation — on computer models forecasting the effects 
of global warming on the polar bear far into the future. 



The bottom line is, the Endangered Species Act is not the right tool to address 
impacts to a species from climate change. 



Now, the Secretary did recognize that oil and gas activities are already regulated

I believe all 
states have a significant interest in the issues raised by this case. 



As with every state admitted to the Union after the original thirteen 



colonies, the United States granted Hawaii lands at statehood. These lands amount to 
about one-third of the entire land area of Hawaii and almost all land now owned by Hawaii. 
In 1993, Congress passed a symbolic resolution apologizing for the United States 's role in 
the overthrow of the Hawaiian monarchy. Congress has, more than once, considered or 
adopted words of apology for historic wrongs visited upon the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North America, and there are more such resolutions pending and possible in the future — 
resolutions that could affect many states. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court held that this symbolic resolution was direct action 



by the Congress stripping Hawaii of its sovereign authority to sell or transfer the lands 
Hawaii received at statehood from the United States, unless and until Hawaii reaches a 
political settlement with native Hawaiians about the status of that land and aboriginal 
claims regarding that land. 
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The Hawaii Supreme Court ruling wrongly turned an apology from Congress into 
a federal law that has impaired state sovereignty, state law ownership, and the prudent 
management of state lands. The Supreme Court of Hawaii's interpretation of the Apology 
Act should be reviewed by the Supreme Court because, under core values of federalism, the 
Hawaii court's interpretation is inconsistent with limits on Congressional powers to alter 
a sovereign state's title to lands granted at statehood. 



The United States Supreme Court's correction of this erroneous decision will 
inure to the benefit of all states, as clearly the powers attributed by the Hawaii Supreme 
Court to the Congress are powers that the Congress does not possess -

Clem has made it known that he wants the Governor to make a statement about supporting small boat 
fisheries and onshore processing that he can take to the Board of Fish and the legislature to advance 
his agenda. He is a representative of the City of Adak, which relies heavily on fish taxes from their only 
processor, Adak Fisheries, for operating revenue. Adak currently has a population of around 140 
people and has struggled to establish itself as a viable community since the Aleut Corporation received 
the island and naval facilities after the base closed in 1997. 

Adak has consistently asked for special fishing and processing rights from Congress, the North Pacific 
Council, and the Board of Fisheries. Congress, through a Stevens rider, granted the Aleut corporation 
exclusive rights to catch a percentage of the pollock available in the Aleutian Islands. This was 
controversial since Ben Stevens held an option to buy a portion of Adak Fisheries at the time, the value 
of which was probably increased by the pollock allocation. The Board of Fisheries has taken several 
actions to provide a state waters cod fishery in the area. However, Adak continues to struggle due to 
difficulties with their processor and competition from other communities and processors. 

Clem would like more crab to be processed in Adak. We are in the process at the North Pacific 
Council of amending the crab program to make more crab available for processing at Adak, so this 
concern is being addressed. 

He also wants an exclusive right to process cod for Adak fisheries. I have told Clem that while we will 
work to encourage cod processing in Adak, we will not grant them a monopoly and force fishermen to 
deliver to their processor. Instead, we are working through the council process to make some smaller 
changes to encourage more processing onshore. 

His other goal is to develop a small boat cod fishery near Adak. The Board of Fish can consider 
whether to limit the cod fishery to smaller vessels in order to help develop the small boat fleet in Adak. 
I have told Clem I believe they are willing to consider it and have discussed the concept with the chair 
and vice-chair of the board. 

In short, we are working to meet every reasonable request Clem has made. 

The topic of council appointments may also come up. Clem is no fan of Gerry Merrigan because Gerry 
refuses to go along with Clem's agenda! 1 have told Clem that it is too early to decide whether to 
reappoint someone whose term doesn't expire until August 2009. Gerry is a knowledgeable, hard 
working council member who has a lot of support from other fishermen and groups.

Dear Attorney General Colberg: 



I am e-mailing (and also separately writing) to ask you to please join the 
amicus brief Washington (Jay D. Geek, Deputy Solicitor General (360) 536-2697, 
jayg@atg.wa.gov) is writing on behalf of Hawaii, asking the Supreme Court to grant 
certiorari in the case of Hawaii v. Office of Hawaiian Affairs (Hawaii's petition was 
authored by former Solicitor General Seth Waxman) . The deadline for signing or\ is Friday, 
May 30, 2008, and the amicus brief will be filed Monday, June 2, 2008. I believe all 
states have a significant interest in the issues raised by this case. 



As with every state admitted to the Union after the original thirteen 
colonies, the United States granted Hawaii lands at statehood. These lands amount to 
about one-third of the entire land area of Hawaii and almost all land now owned by Hawaii. 
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In 1993, Congress passed a symbolic resolution apologizing for the United States 's role in 
the overthrow of the Hawaiian monarchy. Congress has, more than once, considered or 
adopted words of apology for historic wrongs visited upon the aboriginal inhabitants of 
North America, and there are more such resolutions pending and possible in the future — 
resolutions that could affect many states. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court held that this symbolic resolution was direct action 
by the Congress stripping Hawaii of its sovereign authority to sell or transfer the lands 
Hawaii received at statehood from the United States, unless and until Hawaii reaches a 
political settlement with native Hawaiians about the status of that land and aboriginal 
claims regarding that land. 



The Hawaii Supreme Court ruling wrongly turned an apology from Congress into 
a federal law that has impaired state sovereignty, state law ownership, and the prudent 
management of state lands. The Supreme Court of Hawaii's interpretation of the Apology 
Act should be reviewed by the Supreme Court because, under core values of federalism, the 
Hawaii court's interpretation is inconsistent with limits on Congressional powers to alter 
a sovereign state's title to lands granted at statehood. 



The United States Supreme Court's correction of this erroneous decision will 
inure to the benefit of all states, as clearly the powers attributed by the Hawaii Supreme 
Court to the Congress are powers that the Congress does not possess. 



An amicus memorandum has been distributed by KAAG, and a draft amicus brief 
will shortly be circulated by Washington. Please feel free to call me directly on this 
matter (808) 586-1282 (w) or (808) 372-1404 (c) . 



This matter is extremely important to Hawaii, and I would very much 
appreciate it if you are able to join Washington's amicus brief.

I am normally in agreement with your guiding principle regarding the size of the State of 
Alaska's government and its budget. However, one of your veto's this year took me by 
surprise, you vetoed approximately 51M to work on the roads in the Nancy Lake area 
(specfically Kirae Lane, Erica Lane, Amy and Linda Lane), and to bring them up to Matsu 
Standards. Every supervisory entity including the MatSu area road boards, the Borough 
itself, and the State had placed a high emphasis on the necessity for this project. 



Everyone in the area was very upset, and frankly, taken aback by this veto. The area has 
been neglected time and time again with respect to fixing these roads, and we felt that we 
had gained some traction finally with the Road Board, and the Borough and the State. We 
followed all of the rules and processes, and yet, in the end, once again our roads are 
neglected, shoddy, and some of the worst in the area. 
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With the State bringing in Billions of dollars with the current price of oil, it seems to 
me that a portion of these funds should be spent statewide upon Education and 
Infrastructure while we can. I also believe very deeply in saving for the future (ie. 
placing money in the permanent fund) . But it seems to me that a guiding principle of 
lowering the State's budget should be focused upon the recurring expenses of the State, 
and not one-time improvement projects such as this one that is badly needed.

Message:This will seem like an odd letter seeking your positive consideration, but I have 
to admit, it's really several emails all rolled into one. 



First, congratulations on the addition to your family, and your continued example of 
someone who exhibits joy in living up to their personal ideals. The whole process is a 
great story, and makes us all proud as Alaskans that you live here- 



Second, I have to say that I'm among those that did not vote for you in the election. 

Frankly and that's something of a pun.... I doubt I could have voted for any Republican 

in this state until the party cleans up itself internally. It was not crystal clear 
during the election if that was your real goal, or if it was all part of realigning party 
politics, so I would have had a hard time voting for any Republican for governor. 



But I was favorably impressed when you created a truly bi-partisan group of 
administrators. Despite the early smoke that was blown by detractors, it is clear you 
have an ethical group that is working on state goals rather than personal or party goals. 

At the end of the legislative session in 2007, I experienced that pain of having $100,000

It is a powerful teaching tool that has 
benefits to all levels of students, especially those with vision, hearing, or attention 
issues . 



He are using the tools, and teachers are making the transition to being multi-media 
presenters, but 



Our equipment is out on tables, cords run across the floor, equipment has to be pulled out 
of place and replaced when other classroom activities take place. This all serves to make 
the setup less reliable, and with your education connections, I suspect you know what 
happens when class plans might or might not work. 



They money we're seeking would 1) ceiling mount projectors so they are out of harms way, 
and don't intrude on other uses of the classroom, and 2) do a professional installation of 
all wiring so that it is not a trip hazard, is more reliable, and is not routinely pulled 
apart and reassembled, and 3) complete the setups so that every teaching station has a 
SmartBoard, a computer, and a sound system to go along with the projector. Along with the 
purchase of some of the equipment, this involves electrical permitting and installation of 
brackets above the classroom ceiling. 
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These are things that are very hard to fundraise for, and I think also something that. is 
not the responsibility of parents. While Goldenview (at 12 years old) still feels new, 
provision was not made for this during construction, and given the large number of older 
schools in Anchorage, it will be a long time before we come to the top of the priority 
list for a remodel. The amount needed to do this work is such that ASD would normally 
bond for it. 



Tor two years, Mr. Lynn has made us a priority. I understand the desire to reduce these 

grants, but I will emphasize this is not icing. Cake, maybe. It is not aesthetics, 

but tools that go to the heart of preparing our students for the coming century. The 
school, parents, teachers and the District have all done significant work, but we need 
these grants to finish it out. 



Please choose not to veto our funds again.

Kenai LNG Export License Approved 



June 3, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today lauded the decision by the U.S. 
Energy Department to approve the application of Marathon Oil Corporation and 
ConocoPhillips for an extension of the Kenai LNG export license. The two companies filed 
for the extension in January 2007. 



"In these times of economic uncertainty, this is great news for the state and its 
residents," Governor Palin said. "This extension helps secure a future for the LNG 
operation and is another step toward ensuring energy supplies and energy security for 
Alaska." 



In January, the state of Alaska and the owners of the LNG plant reached an agreement that 
ensured there will be adequate supplies of gas for local utilities. The agreement also 
required the owners to develop additional natural gas reserves in Cook Inlet and allow 
third parties the opportunity to monetize their gas production through the LNG plant. 

Marathon and ConocoPhillips have also agreed to sell Cook Inlet seismic and well data to 
third parties. 



The Kenai LNG facility, located in Nikiski, is the only LNG export plant in North America. 
The facility initiated operations in 1969 and today employs 58 people; the plant also 
supports 128 other job3 in the Kenai community. In addition, the operations of the plant 
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contribute approximately $50 million in royalties and taxes to the state and local 
economies .

The center where she works does laundry 
for the hospital, medical clinic, grocery stores, restaurants, and laundry for 
individuals. The center also collects aluminum cans for recycling. She even went on 
vacation to Disneyland in California with several people from her apartment building and a 
chaperone. The Special Olympics on a local, district, and state level is something she 
looks forward to every year. 
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My husband and I were told that the sooner you can start educating a Down's Syndrome child 
the better. We were very fortunate in have access to resources to help us work with our 
daughter. 



We are so proud of her and she has brought us much joy. She always joins us for holidays 
and family celebrations. Her favorite saying when she takes her leave of us is "I keep 
you . "
